Culture  Indoors.  They  will  thrive  in  any  good  garden  soil,  but  a properly  prepared  soil  of 
leaf-mold,  with  one-third  sand  mixed  in,  is  preferable,  although  not  necessary.  If  planted  in  pots, 

the  tops  of  the  bulbs  must  be  level  with  the  surface  of  the  soil.  Water  well  and  store  away  in  a 

cool,  dark  place,  watering  occasionally  to  prevent  them  from  drying  out.  The  best  and  most  natural 
way  of  keeping  them  after  potting  is  to  bury  them  in  the  ground,  with  the  pot  or  pan  4 inches 

beneath  the  surface  of  the  ground,  and,  just  before  the  winter  sets  in,  cover  them  well  to  prevent 

the  ground  from  freezing,  so  as  to  facilitate  the  lifting  out  in  January  in  order  to  force  them 
indoors.  The  reason  for  placing  them  in  the  ground  after  potting  is  in  order  to  allow  them  to 
root  in  the  most  natural  way,  which  is  most  essential  for  forcing.  The  rooting  usually  occurs 
between  October  and  the  middle  of  January.  After  taking  them  in  from  outside,  keep  them  well 
watered  and  do  not  allow  the  lower  part  of  the  pot  to  get  warm,  as  it  is  the  top  that  needs  the 
warmth.  Keep  them  at  about  50  degrees  Fahrenheit  for  the  first  two  weeks.  For  proper  drainage,

put  a piece  of  broken  pot  in  the  bottom  of  the 
pot  over  the  hole.  In  order  to  furnish  continu- 
ous and  steady  water  supply,  place  the  pot  in  a 
dish  or  saucer  and  fill  this  with  water  every  day. 

Outdoor  Culture.  It  is  most  important  that 
the  soil  be  thoroughly  loosened  at  least  12  to 
18  inches  deep,  and,  if  possible,  mix  the  soil 
with  leaf-mold  or  old  well-rotted  stable  manure; 
it  is  very  important  that  the  soil  be  as  loose  as 
possible.  Plant  the  bulbs  about  4 inches  below 
the  surface  of  the  bed  or  border.  After  the  first 
sharp  frost,  not  sooner,  cover  the  ground  with 
1 to  1 l/z  inches  of  leaves  or  straw,  or  any  other 
light  cover,  to  prevent  the  frost  from  pene- 
trating below  the  bulbs.  After  the  danger  of 
hard  frost  is  over  in  the  spring,  take  off  the 
cover,  being  careful  not  to  break  the  new  tops, 
which  will  have  grown  through  the  cover.

HYACINTHS 

Hyacinths  will  grow  in  any  good  soil,  but  they  prefer  a rich  light  soil.  The  method  of  growing 
is  as  simple  as  that  of  tulips,  but  when  planted  in  pots  the  top  of  the  bulb  should  be  level  with  the 
surface  of  the  soil,  and  plenty  of  water  should  be  given  when  in  the  house  or  conservatory.  When 
planted  outdoors  they  require  six  inches  or  more  of  cover  (preferably  light)  after  the  first 
sharp  frost,  as  they  are  not  as  hardy  as  tulips,  the  cover  to  be  partly  removed  after  the  middle  of 
March  if  there  is  no  snow.

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The  above  reproduction  of  a photograph  illustrates  a unique  occurrence.  You  will  see  a group 
of  Narcissus  blooming  at  the  same  time  as  the  Darwin  and  Breeder  Tulips.  The  name  of  the 
Narcissus  variety  is  Whitemere,  quoted  on  page  24.  The  variety  is  not  very  plentiful  as  yet. 

Over  two  thousand  Tulips,  Hyacinths  and  Daffodils  were  planted  in  the  above  grass  plot,  beds 
being  cut  out,  the  sod  turned  under  and  bulbs  planted  on  it  the  same  time  and  the  results  were  mar- 
velous. In  the  Fall  of  the  year  a light  covering  of  stable  manure  was  the  only  fertilizer  these  bulbs 
received.  This  covering  should  be  applied  just  after  the  frost  hardens  the  ground.  This  is  mainly 
to  prevent  mice  from  making  a comfortable  home  before  winter. 

NARCISSI  OR  DAFFODILS 

In  order  to  have  a beautiful  bulb-garden,  Narcissi  should  be  planted  very  freely.  They  thrive  in 
practically  any  climate  in  the  United  States  and  it  is  small  wonder  that  the  demand  is  doubling 
every  year.  They  are  not  only  excellent  for  outdoors,  but  millions  are  used  every  year  for  forcing 
indoors.  Their  graceful  form,  beautifully  shaped  trumpets  and  cups,  and  the  long,  straight  stems 
have  made  them  favorites  for  cut-flower  purposes  with  every  American  gardener.  We  have  compiled 
a list  (as  short  as  we  could  make  it)  of  the  best  and  most  attractive  varieties  for  indoor,  outdoor, 
and  exhibition  purposes,  and  it  is  complete  and  easy  to  select  from. 

Culture.  The  same  as  Tulips,  although  they  should  be  planted  as  close  as  possible  in  the  pots  or 
pans.  After  active  growth  commences,  give  plenty  of  water. 

Culture  Outdoors.  They  should  be  planted  so  that  the  top  of  the  bulb  is  at  least  5 inches  be- 
neath the  soil.  A little  protection  should  be  given  during  severe  winter  weather,  although  they  are 
perfectly  hardy. 

In  our  descriptions  we  use  the  following  terms:  Perianth — the  outer  petals  of  the  flower.  Trum- 
pet— the  long  cup-  or  trumpet-shaped  center.  Crown  or  Cup — the  short  or  flat  center. 
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KING  ALFRED,  the  King  of  Daffodils. 


EXPLANATION  OF  DAFFODIL  CLASSES  AND  TYPES 

YELLOW  TRUMPET  varieties  have  trumpets  which  as  a rule  are  longer  or  as  long  as  the 
perianth  segments  (Petals).  They  usually  have  a light  or  deep  yellow  perianth  with  a trumpet  of 
deeper  yellow. 

BICOLOR  varieties  have  creamy  or  pure  white  perianth  segments  and  yellow  trumpets. 

BARRII  varieties  have  a light  or  deep  yellow  perianth  segments  and  an  expanded  crown  instead 
of  a trumpet,  which  is  light  or  deep  yellow  with  red  or  orange  edge. 

INCOMPARABILIS  varieties  have  light  or  deep  yellow  segments  and  a crown  of  light  or  deep 
yellow  very  similar  to  a short  trumpet. 

LEEDSII  varieties  always  have  white  segments,  while  the  crowns  are  white  or  light  yellow.  They 
are  very  dainty.

JONQUILS.  Usually  bear  small  flowers  in  small  or  large  clusters  on  one  stem,  and  usually 
are  sweet  scented.
